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Land Laws—-Mineral and Agricnitural. 


Having been requested by several citizens 
living\in the vicinity of Prescott, to hunt up 
and publish the several rules for the acquire- 
ment of title to mineral and agricultural 
lands, and the Homestead Act, and not hav- 
ing the necessary space at our disposal, we 
do the best we can by giving the following 
synopsis of laws and opinions, which we have 
been at some pains to compile: 

Section 1, of the National Mineral Land 
Law, approved July 26, 1866, gives to citi- 
zens of the United States, and those who 
have declared their intention to become such, 
the right to settle upon and explore all syr- 
veyed and unsurveyed mineral lands belong- 
ing to the United States, subject to such reg- 
ulations as may be prescribed by law; also, 
to the local custums or rules governing the 
various mining districts. 

Section 2d provides that whenever any 
person or association of persons shall have ex- 
penked one thousand dollars in improving a 
vein or lode containing gold, silver, copper or 
einnabar, to which there is no opposing claim, 
he or they may filea diagram in the local 
land office, enter such tract and receive a 
patent therefor, granting such mine, togeth- 
er with the right to follow said vein or lode, 
with its dips, angles and variations to any 
depth, although it may enter the land ad- 
joining, which land adjoining shall be sold 
subject to this condition. 


Section 3d, enacts that after filing the dia- 
gram, and posting a copy thereof on the 
claim, with notice of intention to apply for a 
patent, the Register of the Land Office shall 
publish a notice of the same ina newspaper, 
and shall also post such notice in his office for 
ninety days, after the expiration of which 
time, if nu adverse claim shall have been filed, 
it shall be the duty of the Surveyor-General, 
upon application of claimant, to survey the 
mine and make a plat thereof, indorse with 
his approval, giving the number and a des- 
cription of the location; value of improve- 
ments, character of vein, etc. Then the 
claimant or claimants must pay five dollars 
per acre, to the proper officer, together with 
cost of survey, plat and advertising, and 
prove to bis satisfaction that the notice has 
been posted in a conspicuous place on the 
claim tor ninety days. The Register then 
sends on these evidences to the General Land 
Office at Washington, and a patent is issued. 

The fourth section provides that when 
mines are located and entered upon unsur- 
veyed lands, it shall and may be lawful, after 
the extension thereto of the public surveys, 
to adjust locations already made, and vary 
the same, to suit the circumstances of the 
county, local rules, etc. This section also 
provides that no one person shal! locate more 
than two hundred feet in length upon any 
lodo, except the discoverer of a lode, who is 
entitled to an additional claim of two bun- 
dred feet for his discovery. It also confers 
the right upon the miners of every district 
tosay how much surface ground shall go 
with each lode, for the convenient working 
of the same, and winds up by saying that 
“not more than three thousand feet shall be 
taken in any one claim by any association of 
persoys.’ It may be well to inform our read- 
ers that the Commissioner of the Land Office 
has, since the passage of the mineral law, de- 
cided thac “any association of persons com- 
prehends two or more individuals.” 

The ffth section says that, “in the ab- 
sence of necessary legislation by Congress, 
the Legislature of any State or Territory 
may provide rules for working mines, ete.” 

The sixth section provides that whenever 
adverse claimants shall appear, before the ap- 
proval of the survey of a mine, all proceed- 
ings towards giving patent shall be stayed 
until the question of rightful ownership shall 
have been settled by the Courts. 

The seventh gives the President of the 
United States power to establish new land 
districts and appoint their officers. 

The eighth grants right of way, for the 
construction of highways, over public lands, 
not reserved, 

Section nine provides that persons having 
prior rights fo the use of water, for mining 
manufacturing, agricultural or other purposes 
shall be protected in their rights, more es- 
pecially when such rights are acknowledged 
by local Jaws, customs, and the decisions of 
courts, But, after the date of pnssage of 
the Act, parties constructing ditches over the 
public domain, will be liable to settlers upon 
the aame for any damage they may cause. 

Section ten provides that whenever settle- 
ments haye been made upan agricultural 
lands, in mineral distyicts, the settlers have 
the right to purchase the same for $1.25 per 
acre, oy thay may enter under the Home- 
stead Act. But no, settler can acquire more 
than'160, apres. ' 

The eleyenth and Jast section of the Act 
pravides that, when lands in mineral districts 
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are surveyed, the Secretary of the Interior 
may set apart such portions as are clearly 
agricultural lands, which shall thereafter be 
subject to pre-emption and sale. 

Since the passage of the Mineral Act, dis- 
putes haye arisen between farmers and min- 
ers, regarding the true character of certain 
tracts or parcels of land in California, and to 
settle these disputes, the Commissioner of 
the General Land Office issued, some time 


in 1868, a circular, from which we quote as 
follows: 


“ Affidavits alleging particular lands to be 
more valuable as mineral than as arable, must 
apply to each of the smallest subdivisions. 
OF a quarter section 120 acres may be min- 
eral, and the remaining 40 arable, and the 
tuineral character of the former is no reason 
why the latter should not be entered as agri- 
cultural, Nor is it sufficient that such affi- 
davits are based upon opinion or belief. They 
must contain a statewent of facts within the 
knowledge of deponents, derived from actual 
observation or examination, furnishing a 
strong presumption that the particalar sub- 
division is mineral land, and more valuable 
as such than as agricultural. Mere specula- 
tion based upon no positive knowledge,and dis- 
closing nojparticular facts, will be received not 
and claimants ought not to be put to the 
trouble and expense of meeting affidavits of 
this character. There should be the utmost 
good faith required from both sides. Lands 
more valuable for mineral than for other pur- 
poses are not to be taken under the pre-emp- 
tion or homestead laws; nor on the other 
hand, are parties to be intimidated from 
making settlements upon, and ultimately 
entering under these laws, such lands as are 
most useful for agricultural purposes, simply 
because valuable mineral lands may be in 
the vicinity. Both classes of lands are to 
be disposed of under their appropriate laws, 
and neither interest is to be subordinated to 
the other to the detriment of the public 
welfare. 


If the land officers in the various districts 
have reason to believe that mineral affidavits 
are being placed. on timber land on which no 
mineral has been found, for the purpose of 
keeping the same from*settlement until after 
the timber has been removed, they will 
inform the parties filing such papers that 
affidavits in which ıt is not alleged that 
either gold, silver, cinnabar or copper have 
been found, are insufficient; and however 
explicit and full such affidavits may be, they 
are not to be deemed conclusive as to the 
matters alleged. Any settler filing an affi- 
davit of a contrary character and desiring to 
enter the particular tract as agricultural land. 
is entitled to have the question examined, 
and on proving it to be more valuable as 
arable than as mineral, may file upon it un- 
der the pre-emption or enter it under the 
homestead law, and in due time consummate 
the title. 


According to the rulings of the Commis- 
sioner, it is plain that titles can be obtained 
to the timber lands of the mining districts. 

Now, as to the Homestead Act, its provi- 
sions are as follows: 


Section 41 of the United States Land Laws 
provides that “* Any person who is the head 
of a family, or who has arrived at the age of 
twenty-one ycars, and is a citizen of the Uni- 
ted States, or who shall have filed his declar- 
ation of intention to become such, as required 
by the naturalization laws of the United 
States, and who has never borne arms against 
the United States Government, or given aid 
and comfort to its enemies, shall, from and 
after January Ist, 1868, be entitled to enter 
one quarter section or a less quantity of un- 
appropriated public lands, upon which said 
person may have filed a pre-emption claim, or 
which may, at the time the application is 
made. be subject to pre-emption, at one dol- 
lar and twenty-five cents or less per acre; or 
eighty acres or less of such unappropriated 
lands at two dollars and fifty cents per acre, 
to be located in a body, in conformity to the 
legal subdivisions of the public lands, and 
after the same shall have been surveyed: 
Provided, That any person owning and re- 
siding on land may, under the provisions vf 
this act, enter other land lying contigious to 
his or ber said land, which shal] not, with the 
land already owned and occupied, exceed in 
the aggregate one hundred and sixty acres.” 
Section 42 provides that all persous applying 
for the benefit of this act shall, upon applica- 
tion, make an affidavit before the register or 
receiver, that he or she is the head of a fam- 
ily, or is twenty-one years or more of age, or 
shal] have performed service in the army or 
navy of the United States, that he has never 
borne arms against the Government of the 
United States or given aid and comfort to its 
enemies, that such application is made for his 
or her exclusive use and benelit, that said 
entry is made for the purpone of actual set- 
tlement and cultivation, and is not either 
directly or indirectly for the use or benefit of 
any other person or persons whomsoever. 
Upon filing this affidavit with the register or 
recviver, the applicant has to pay the sum of 
ten dollars, upon which he is permitted to 
enter the quantity of land specified’ It is 
further provided that no certificute shall be 
given or patent issued therefor until the ex. 
piration of five years from the date of such 
entry. At the expiration of that time, the 
person making the entry, his widow, if he be 
dead, or his heifs or devisees, upon filing an 
afidavit that no part of said land has been 
alienated, and that he has borne true alleg- 
innee ta the Government of the United 
tates, shall, if a citizen af the United Statos, 
be entitled to a patent, as in athor oasea pro- 
vided by law. Fron thia it wil] he geen that 
the privilege of entering landa is confined to 
citizens of the United States ar those who 
have declared their jnterition to become 
such, and that at the expiration of five years 
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patents will be issued only to actual citizens 
or those who have become such by naturaliz- 
ation, The entry must also be made for the 
actual purpose of settlement and cultivation. 
Section 44 provides that lands thus-acquired 
shall not become liable to the satisfaction of 
debts contracted before the issuing of the 
patent. , 
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Tue following mixture is recommended as 
“sure death” to house flies: “Half 3 spoon- 
ful of black pepper in powder, one teaspoon- 
ful of cream and a teaspoonful of sugar; mix 
them well together, and place them ih s room 
where the flies are troublesome, and they 
will soon disappear. It won't cost much to 
try it.

To raise watermelons without ` secds, the 
following plan has been successfully adopted 
by a planter in Lovisiana: After the vine is 
about two feet long, cover the vine ata point 
intermediate between the top and the root. 
After it bas taken root where it is covered, 
divide the vine hetween the old and new 
root, and the result will be that the melons 
will be seedless, without imparing their 
quality. 


To beautify the teeth: Dissolve two oun- 
ces of borax in three pints of boiling water, 
and before it is cold add one teaspoonful of 
the spirits of camphor, and bottle for use. A 
teaspoonful of this mixture, with an equal 
quantity of tepid water, applied daily with a 
soft brush, preserves the teeth, extirpates all 
tartarous adhesion, arrests decay, induces a 
healthy action of the gums, and makes the 
teeth pearly white. 


Does it Pay ro Hitt Up Corn.—Having 
scen very strong arguments in favor of flat 
hilly for corn, I was induced to make an ex- 
periment last season, with flat, medium, and 
high hills. And here is the result, allowing 
4,000 hills to the acre, and 75 pounds in the 
ear for a bushel:

In making the above experiment, great 
care was taken that no advantage should be 
given either side. An equal number of stalks 
were allowed to mature in each row. ‘The 
flat hills were placed beside the medium, so 
that Ineed not rob them of their rights in 
making the high hills. Farmers, please try 
the experiment; itis worth twice as much as 
theory.—S. A Weston, in Mirror §& Farmer. 


How to Rarse On1ons.—In answer toin- 
quiries by J. M. Paul, of North Adams, Mas- 
sachusetts, members of the American Insti- 
tute informed him that he should sow his 
seed as soon as possible; sow large Red Wes- 
terfield for market, and Yellow Danvers for 
his own use. Fertilize with hen manure, and 
destroy_the maggot by scalding with hot wa- 
ter. The venerable farmer Moulton urged 
that a little Old Hyson tea be put in the hot 
water. Bone meal is also used to extermin- 
ate the maggot. 


STIR THE GROUND Frequentiy.—A fre- 
quent stirring of the surface of the ground 
during the early and growing part of the 
season is almost, if not as good as a coat of 
manure. In fact our experience and observ- 
ation have taught us that we succeed better 
with our young plantations, or our bearing 
ones, etc., by a regular system of stirring the 
surface-soil at least once a week, than by 
means of a heavy dressing of manure and 
only two hoeings for the season. A light, 
loose surface admits heat, air and moisture, 
and all combined necessary food for the plant; 
while a hard, compact surface excludes these 
influences and prevents the action of chem- 
ical or natural changes, and hence the com- 
paratively moist condition of the plant.— Hor- 
ticulturist. 


Tue Cincinnati Enguirer thus sets forth 
the political value of a black skin: The 
negro has a political advantage over the white 
native born citizen as well as the white for- 
eigner. The latter cannot be President or 
Vice President of the United States. A 
negro can. The negro has, in Ohio, schools 
of his own, for the directors of which only 
negroes can vote. At the same’ time the 
negro is allowed to vote for the members of 
the white man’s school board. At the Inte 
election it was a negro vote whiok termina- 
ted an exciting question between the whites, 
viz: whether the Bible should, or should not, 
be read in the schools, Thus the negroes, in 
the first place, exclude the whites from di- 
recting their schools, and then they turn in 
and govern the white.

We 

will, however, make bold to remark that the 

talk about “ Woman's Enfranchisement,” is, 

in our poor masculine judgment, being car- 

ried too far. There are no freer beings on 

earth's bosom than the women of America, 

and all this talk about “enfranchisement ” 

can make them no freer. Tilton, in making 

this appeal, is, nd doubt, backed up by many 

free-lovers of both sexes, who are impelled to 
agitate the subjict by their ungodly pas- 
sions and inordinate desire for fame, of some 

sort. We warn all true women to steer clear 
of these agitators, and pay no heed to their 
mouthings. “If,” as a writer in Cassell’s 
Magazine remarks, “the human’ race is to be 
perpetuated—if generation is to follow gen- 
eration as heretofore—if men and women are 
to marry, and children are to be born into 
the world, it is very clear to us that home 
duties must continue to occupy woman’s 

chief, if not sole attention. 1f the human 

race is to be perpetuated, there must be ebil- 
dren; and if children, they must be nursed 
and trained with tenderness and skill.

race would fare badly by that exchange. 
Women may be able to do man's work as well 
as he can, but he certainly cannot so well do 
hers. It would be as unsuitable as unseemly 
to have man’s rougher, stronger hand dress- 
ing and undressing the tender infant form, 
while the woman’s was wielding either the 
pen or the sword. It would be no improve- 
ment on our present arrangements to have 
the husband at home keeping the children 
quiet, putting the little ones to bed and 
diverting the elder, while the wife was plead- 
ing at the bar or haranguing the Senate. 
The sick and the dying would not profit 
much by tho change were man to become the 
chief attendant—cooling their brow and 
smoothing their pillow—-while woman was 
engaged in the bank or the counting-house, 
speculating on the rise or fall of goods ‘or 
stocks, making entries of debit or credit.

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Mail Matters Again. 

This ig a, fast age, and the United States is 

a fast country; at least, so we learn, once in 
a gréat iwhilé, when a coach arrives here with 
majl hatter ftom “America,” and other “ for- 
eign” countries, Oh, how we wish North- 
ern, Arizona was "fast," too, so that her peo- 
ple would be enabled to keep up with the 
times, and make a bustle in the world. But, 
for somé reason, they are not permitted to 
go fast, and prevented from being heard by 
the outside world but once a week—some- 

times less. Now, we know that they are 

inclined to be fast, and anxious to give a 

goad account of themselves and the Territory, 
therefore, it is ‘too bad to “crib, cabin and 
confine” them in the wilds of Arizona, and 
give them but one mail a week. In the days 
before His Excellency, Richard C. McCor- 
mick, “pervaded” Washington City, as Del- 
egate trom Arizona, the people of this sec- 
tion were blessed with sufficient mail accom- 
modutions. We had semi-weekly service on 

the route between San Bernardino, Califor- 

nia, and Prescott; weekly service on the 
route from St. George to Prescott, and, week- 
ly service on the route from Prescott to Al- 
buquerque, New Mexico. Our people were 
then tolerably well satisfied, but Mr, McOor- 

mick wanted more mail routes established, 
and more frequent service over the old ones, 
Charles D. Poston—a true gentleman—was 
then our Delegate to Congress, which fact, 

we suppose accounts for our getting some- 
thing like justice from the Postoflice De- 
partment, But he disagreed with Goodwin 
and McCormick; would not, we believe, di- 
vide spoils with them—so they educated our 
people to believe that Col. Poston had not 
worked for their interests, and, at the ensu- 
ing election, he was defeated by Mr. Good- 
win. Well, Goodwin went to Congress and 
accomplished nothing for the Territory. He 
was succeeded by Mr. Bashford, who tried to 
do something for us, but achieved nothing 
worthy of note. Then Mr. McCormick said 
to our people: “Send me to Congress and I 
will sce that your wants are supplied, for my 
influence at Washington is such that what- 
ever right or favor I may ask for you will be 
granted.” He was sent to Washington; is 
there yet,—-but, what, we ask, has been done 
for us? Nothing, that we can sce, During 
his term, mail service has been cut down to 
one mail a week on our principal route, and 
entirely discontinued upon other routes, and 
we are, to-day, worse off for mail facilities 
than we were before he went to Washington. 
This is too bad; while our population, and 
the business of the country have increased 
four-fold, the facilities for carrying un busi- 
ness have been decreased. Is this the fault 
of tho Postmaster-General? Wo think not. 
That high functionary knows very little 
about us and our wants, Mr. McCormick 
does, though, and it may appear strange to 
some people here why he, with all his boast- 
ed energy and influence, has not prevented 
the Department from robbing us of our 
rights, by almost entirely discontinuing mail 
service throughout our country. Now, since 
this great little man—Richard C. McCormick 
—has fajled ua, and since wo are without 
proper mail facilities, the only way for tho 
citizens and military to do is to make known 
their wants to the Chief of the Postoffice 
Department, who, we think, will, as soon as 
he learns the truth regarding us and our sit- 
uation, do something for us, We ought 
to have semi-wéekly service upon the San 
Bernardino route, and, at least, weekly sery- 
{fso upon the route between Prescott and Al- 
buquerque, without which, it will be almost 
impossible for us to carry on business here. 
Prescott is now the military headquarters of 


the Department of Arizona; also, the largest 
American town in the Territory, and her 
people are entitled to better mail facilities.

“Indians and Whites. 


The military post knowp as Camp McDow- 
ell, is situated in. the southern part of Rave 
pai cóùhty, on the eastern bank of the Rio 
Verde, ‘about nine .miles above .the pojht 
wheré that stréam joins Salt River, and some 
25 or 80 miles above the thriving town of 
Phoenix. Several years ago, when troops 
were first stationed at McDowell, the sur- 
rounding country was filled with Apache 
Indians, and, as there were then no white 
settlements in the immediate vicinity for the 
ravage thieves to prey upon, they stole, ex- 
clusively, from Government, notwithstanding 
which, the officers of Government tried, first, 
in a friendly way, to reform the savages, by 
feeding them Government rations and talking 
“peace” to them. Matters went on in this 
way, until the duplicity of the Indians be- 
eauie too glaring. Then, and not until then, 
did the troops make war upon them, and, 
under the lead of Col, Sanford and other 
good and true officers, inflicted sore punish- 
ment upon the wily savages, who, once more 
subsided and tried the “peace” dodge. It 
was successful. They were again taken m 
charge by Uncle Samuel, at Camp Reno, and 
feasted at the public crib, During this time, 
many white men took up ranches on the rich 
bottom lands of the Verde and Salt rivers, 
and commenced the work of cultivating the 
soil. They had, of course, cattle and horses, 
and were getting along swimmingly until the 
Indians commenced stealing from them. The 
officers at the post, hearing of these depreda- 
tions upon the settlers, commenced, again, to 
think that the Tontos and Pinals were play- 
ing double. The Indians, we believe, sur- 
mised as much, and well they might. They 
soon after left, and not only kept on stealing, 
but commenced killing. Citizens and sol- 
diers were often waylaid and murdered. 
Sanford and others again took the field, and 
war has been carried on from McDowell ever 
since. We mention these facts in order to 
show our Eastern fellow-citizens, who sym- 
pathize with the Indians, and lay all the 
blame for Indian troubles upon the heads of 
the citizens and soldiers of the frontiers, that 
they err in so doing. 

At Camp Goodwin, on the Gila, the same 
course was pursued towards the Indians there 
—another branch of the Apache family—the 
Coyoteros—with precisely the same results. 
They would one day talk peace, and gorge 
themselves out of the commissary, and, the 
next, imbrue their hands in the blood of some 
white man, rob a ranch, or stampede a Gov- 
ernment herd, The savages acted precisely 
the same way with the first white men who 
settled in our own section of the Territory. 
“At Walker's Camp, eight or nine miles from 
Prescott, they were, at first, friendly with 
the miners, who divided their scanty stores 
of provisions with the “noble reds,” and 
clothed them in their cast-off garments. But, 
how did they repay them for this? By the 
only way known to Apaches—-murdering and 
robbing them. 

Perhaps, it may be said in their defense, 
that they were not to blame, as the whites 
had invaded ¿heir country. Perhaps not. But, 
tell us, ye canting hypocrites of the East, 
whose fathers once resolved “that the earth 
was the Lord’s; that it belonged to His 
saints, and that they were His saints,” why 
you now repudiate that doctrine? Is it not 
because you are sleek and fat; rich, and well 
provided with lands that once belonged to 
the savages? It must be. Now, there is 
plenty of room in the West, for us and the 
Indians, and, were the Jatter disposed to 
“let us alone,” all would be well, 

They could help us and we could help 
them, and both wouid be happier. They do 
not object to our staying here and working 
for them, but they most serivusly object to 
seeing us in possession of horses, cattle, sheep, 
cte., for they make it a point to rob us of 
‘them as fast as we become possessed of them. 
Then, they must be opposed to any increase 
in our numbers, for they keep thinning our 
population by killing one or more white men 
every week, Now, this Territory was ac- 
quired by the blood and treasure of white 
men, and we contend that white men have 
as much right to exist upon its soil as have 
the savages. And, recollect, they have noth- 
ing of which we care to dispossess them. The 
lind is nat theirs, for it was purchased from 
Mexico and thrown open to settlement by 
our Goyernment, This being the case, we 
aro at a loss to account for the absurd say- 
itigs and doings of those people of our own 
taco who side with the savages and accuse 
us of robbing, cheating, and swindling them. 
Bless your benighted souls, Quakers, Shod- 
dyites, and misinformed philanthropists, the 
reverse is true. The Indians of Arizona have 
lived better since whites first settled in it 
than evér before, therefore, it is the huight 
of folly to accuse whites of trespassing upon 
and wronging them. And, were they so dis- 
posed, they might get along still better. 
They: might abandon their present mite of 
life, Settle down and become useful to tham- 
selves and the Territory, But will they do 
it? No; nob antil they are whipped into 
submission and taught that white men— 


‘American citizens-—have rights which thoy 


arë bétind to respeét. We ‘have shown that 
kindriess has ‘so far failad to conquer these 
brutes;‘and, a8 they must be congugred, we sub-

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Naw Yonx rry, May 2d, 1870. |; 


This being moving day with New Yorkera, 
everyhody ig busy, and everything in the 
shape of carts, wagons and barrows are in 
great demand. Thisis the drayman’s har- 
vest and-many of them charge exorbitant 
prices. Lucky is the man who js the owner 
of his house and is not compelled to move 
the Ist of May. No cold dinnors and sup- 
pers for a week for him; no putting up stoves, 
putting down carpets and other little jobs 
tov numerous to mention. Many of the 
landlords have reduced their rents, but not 
until the eleventh hour and after they bad 
actually forced a large number of the middle 
classes out of the city into the suburbs, 
where they can live without paying out all 
of their earnings for rent. 

Tho weather is warm and beautifut. Last 
week, we had two days which were really 
hot, the thermometer running up as high as 
80. This warm weather has started out the 
Spring fashions. The ladies still cling to the 
sensible short walking dress, fancy pique and 
muslin made en suite appears to be most dn 
favor. The natty littlo jockey hat still finds 
favor with a majority of the young Indies, 
while the elder ones are partial to the bon- 
net, the spring style of which is larger than 
has been worn for two or threeseasons, The 
gents have made very little change in the 
style of their attire, the English walking coat 
being as popular as ever Scotch Choviota 
are used almost exclusively for suits. As the 
season advances F will be able to give you a 
more thorough account of how New Yorkers 
dress. 


During the past week we have had to re- 
cord the death of ex-Judge Abraham Rus- 
sell. Wis death was very sudden, indeed, 
and was caused by appoplexy. His funeral 
was very largely attended by the members of 
the New York Bar, by whom he was highly 
esteemed both as a lawyer and as a gentle- 
man. He it was who sent such terror into 
the ranks of the garroters in the winters of 
57 and '58, sentencing one of them to States 
prison for a term of 40 years. 

The Legislature of this State has adjourned 
sine die, They left a large number of bills in 
the hands of the Governor for his signature, 
among them the Arcade Railway bill.

This road is built 
25 feet above the surface of the street, the 
rails rest on iron girders resting upon iron 
posts; the cars are propelled by means of an 
endless cable and stationary engines. The 
road extends from the Battery to the corner 
of Ninth avenue and Thirtieth street If it 
proves a success it is the intention of the 
Company to extend it to Yonkers. }

New England and the Negro Yote 
Timely Counsel. 


The Boston Advertiser has this bit of sex- 
sible discussion on the subject of the negro ` 
vote: 


We believe that the expectation that the 


sympathy with their late masters will prove 

to be utterly unfounded. The reasons for 

this belief are so obvious that they necd not 

he indicated. Furthermore, we hope that 

the vote of the blacks will be consolidated 

in favor of no party and of nosectron, There 

is great danger to the Repubhe from the 

massing of votes on the line of nationality. 

We hear too much of the Insh vote, the Ger- | 
man vote, and now we aie to have the negro 

vote. In the case of some of the people 

who seck our shores there is, unfortunately, 

too much truth in the expression, We pro 
test in advance against extending the mis 
thievous classification to the enfranchised 
blacks. It ought to be understood that vot- 
ers cast their ballots not as Irishmen or Ger- 
mans, or Frenchmen, or negroes, but as Amer- 
icans. Suffrage is not conferred in virtue of 
birthright, but in virtue of citizenship, We 
carnestly hope that each negio will vote ac 
cording to his individual convictions, and 
not according to the demands of race or sec- 
tion, It is true that the danger to such inde- 
pendence docs not came altogether from the 
enemies of negro suffrage. 8o good a friend 
of the blacks as Wendell Phillips lately ad- 
vised them, if they had any sense of grati- 
tude, to vote the Republican ticket unani- 
mously and invariably. In the case of the 
individual negro this is excellent advice; 6 
fur as it contemplates a blind adherence of 
the negroes as a body to one party, it is per- 
nicious in the extreme. No enemy of the 
new voters could have cast a greater reflec- 
tion upon their intelligence ànd patriotism 
than to ask them to combine in unreflecting 
support of asingle political organization. So 
long as the Republican party deserves the 
confidence of the country, it will have tho 
support of the intelligent negroes. But at 
all times they ought to exercise tho closest 


discrimination m the choice of measures snd 
men.

ANOTHER MAN KiLLED.—M. J. Tompkins, who 
arrived here Tuesday last, Iu charge of the stage, 
informs us that Dave Knapp, keeper of the Deep 
Wash Station, on the Prescott and La Paz road, 
was shot and killed, at that place, on the after- 
poon of Monday, May 22d, by a man whose name 
he did not learn, but who had been employed by 
Knapp previous to the shooting The trouble 
that led to the shooting, was, lt is sald, caused by 
Knapp, who had been ybsent from his place for a 
short time, accusing the hired man of having 
stolen two or mure packs of cards, during his 
(Knapp's) absence, This the hired man stoutly 
denied, saying that had he wanted to steal, he 
could have stolen part of the money taken in dur- 
ing Knapp’s absence—some sixty or seventy dol- 
lars Knapp paid no attention to this, and hept 
on repeating the charge, until the accused became 
heated, and sald that any person who said be was 
a thief, was s d—d har, or similar words. At 
this, Knapp, who was standing bebind the coun- 
ter, drew big six-shooter, ready cocked, and aimed 
it at the hired man’s bead, who also drew bis six- 
shooter, fired and killed Knapp. He went, soon 
after, to La Paz, surrendered bimself, was exam- 
ined and discharged, on the grounds that he bad 
killed Knapp to save hls awn life, His statement 
of the affair, as given at La Paz, was, we learn, 
endorsed by several persons who witnessed the 
row which ended in Knapp's death 
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Grant's Stage, with five large sacks of mail 
matter, and several passengers, urrived here Fues- 
day Inst, in goud time, Nearly one-half the mail 
matter brought up this trip, should have been 
received here on the 23d.

THE DELUGE AT BUENOS AYRES, 


The Greatest Storm of Modern Times.

[From the Buenos Ayres Standard, March uj 


On Wednesday, the 0th of March, onc of the 
most fearful storms ever experienced in the River 
Plata burst over Buenos Ayres. ‘The afternoon 
wis rainy, and weatberwlee people Baw a regular 
temporel setting in from thesoutheast. Mr. Louls 
McLean and others refused to allow their boats to 
leave the mole with passengers; nevertheless, 
some had the temerity to venture, and we learn 
that a boat which left about four r, M., for the 
Villa del Salta, with a Indy and two gentlemen, 
was capsized and the passengers drowned. At 
the same time Captain Peel made great efforts to 
procure the steam launch Buby, to go aboard the 
Tycho Brahe, which was to suil the samu evening 
for Liverpool, but the risk of going out twelve 
miles deterred everybody from the attempt. 
possenger who had left for the Tycho Brahe some 
1ours before, and was unable to reach her, turned 
back, and met the boat, capsized, in which the 
lady and gentlemen were Jost. Mr. MeLean had 
aiepichod a bont with some sheep at eight A. 3., 
which reached the Tycho Brahe safely, and then 
seeing the storm coming on, sailed for the Tigre 
instead of trying to return to port. As the oven- 
ing closed fn the storm increased; the raiu began 
to fall in torrents about five o’clock, and many of 
the streets were flooded with two or three feet of 
water; this became a-delnge after four hours of 


THE MOST INCESSANT DOWNPOUR, 


And some people lost their lives in carriages, try- 
ing to cross the Tercero. Atthe corner of Sul- 
pacha and Cordoba a coach was earned away; 
the coachmén escaped, but the passengers and 
horses were drowned. At Calla Libertad and 
Cuyo another coach was carried down by the cur- 
reat, and the driver and his borses drowned, At 
Calle Defensa the current washed away a child, 
and some other casuahties of this kind are re- 
ported in the south end. Some of our friends, 
resident at Cinco Esquinas, had to make a detour 
by the Calle Rivadavia to get home, the Recoleta 
omnibus having broke down at half-past five, and 
the streets became dangerous to crogs. The Once 
| de Setiembre omnibus coming into town at nine 
o'clock found a rapid stream at the corner of 
Piedad and Uruguay; the driver plunged in, the 
*bus was carried down one hundied yards and 
thrown on its side, two of the horses bein 
drowned, and the passengers (eight in all) force 
to get out through the windows and scramble or 
awim to the sidewalk, Three corpses were picked 
up yesterday in Calle Uruguay, but they were 
cither horsemen or foot passengers brought down 
by the current. The Northern Tramway had 
three horses drowned In Calle Paraguay a coach 
upset; the conchuman was drowned, but some la- 
dies inside were saved. The rainfall was 
THE MOST DREADFUL EVER KNOWN. 

The algibes were soon filled, and then the wa- 
ter flooded all the lower rooms of the houses, in 
some places to the height of three fect. We hear 
of floors having given way in many honses, and 
In One case the occupants of a room narrowly es- 
caped falling into an old well or water-closet un- 
der the floor The houses near the brewery in 
Calle Bolivia were under water to the height of 
three feet, and ju those strects adjacent to the 
Tercero the Inhabitants were all but drowned. 
The Plaza Parque was anavagable lahe, and the 
Cafe del Parque was inundated. About ten o'clock 
the rain subsided, and the wind began to blow 
with tremendous force, coming In gusts, nnd caus- 
fag some ot the highest houses to shake. Atcleven 
P M. it was like a hurricane, and continued with 
more or less force tilltwoiu the morning. The 
Captain of the bark Damon says 1t was the most 
fearful gale he ever experienced; it blew so hard 
that he could not stand on deck, and the water 
washed clear over his ship; his anchors could not 
prevent him from dragging about one hundred 
and twenty fathoms. Her Majesty's ship Cracker 
rode it out well, having foreseen the storm by the 
fall of the glass from 2990 to 2958 when the 
storm began; four ebips drove past her, but did 
no harm. The whalevoats were carried about in 
every direction; one was scen to go down with 
two men aboard, and of the seventy-two lost or 
aground it is believed that many of them had one 
or two men aboard 

CORPSES PICKED UP 


The scene which presented itself yesterday ut 
daybreak is beyond description Nine corpses 
were picked up on the beach—three at the foot of 
Calie Ban Martin—and others are reported, but 
need confirmation. 

THE SHIPPING. 


The shipping disasters reported at Maxwell's 
Commercial Rooms are as follows: Italian gun- 
boat Principessa Margarita, formerly the Osorio, 
ashore at the gas house, Steamer Emra, with 
hay for theartay, ashore at Pobre Diablo, with 
stern smashed in. Steamer Cavour sunk; crew 
escaped toa lighter. Two schooners and a pola- 
¢re—one of them a German vessel, painted green 
—ashore near the gas-house. Three pilot-bouts— 
the Henry, No. 282 and No, 314—ashore at the 
same place, Schooner Catalina uninjured, ditto, 
A pilot-boat smashed up uuder the mole, another 
sunk. Sixteet whaleboats In front of Lorenzo 
Torris’ quinta, and fifteen between the foot of 
Calle Charcas and Tucuman Several whaleboats 
sunk. Dutch schooner Maria Haydorn lost bow- 
sprit. Portuguese bark ditto. German schooner 
ditto. Whaleboat Domingo sunk. Several light- 
ers lost masts and rigging. 

THE LOSSES. 

The storm lulled about two a. a1, yesterday, 
and at daylight the river was ugain calm. The 
passengers lor the Tycho Biahe and Captain Peel 
went aboard about ten o'clock, but the wind 
again freshened at uoon and blew half a gale, 
While we write, it is still blowing very hard, but 
the sky has cleared up and the weather secms to 
promise to be very fine.

The Farmer and the Tariff. 


The Tariff question is now uppermost in 
the minds of all classes, and bids fair to be- 
come the leading question between the two 
great political parties vf the country; or, as 
the friends of a bigh tariff are to be found 
in both parties, a free trade party, that will 
sweep things before it, may, ere long, be 
formed. But, as the high tariff men attached 
to the Democratic party are few in numbers, 
leading journals and politicians of that party, 
believe that there is now no course left for 
free trade Republicans but to withdraw from 
their present asgociates, and join the Demo- 
crats. 

To show how grievously the Western farm- 
er is bled to sustain Eastern manufacturers, 
we quote as follows, from a speech recently 
delivered in the National House of Represent- 
atives, by Mr. Marshall, of Ilinois : 

“The farmer starting to his work has a 
shoe put on his horse with nails taxed 67 per 
cont., driven by a hammer taxed 54 per cent. ; 
cuts a stick with a knife taxed 50 per cent. ; 
hitches his horse to a plow taxed 50 per cent., 
with chains taxed 67 per cent. He returns 
tohis home at night and lays his weary 
limbs on a sheet taxed 58 per cent., and cov- 
ers himself with a blanket that has paid 250 

er cent. He rises in the morning, puts on 

is humble flannel shirt taxed 80 per cent., 
his coat taxed 50 per cent. shoes taxed 35 
per cent., and hat taxed 70 per cent.; opens 
family worship by a chapter from his Bible 
taxed 25 per cent., and kneels to his God on 
a humble carpet taxed 150 per cent. He sits 
down to his humble meal froma plate taxed 
40 per cent., with a knife and fork taxed 35 
per cent.; drinks his cup of coffee taxed 47 
per cent., or tes 78 per cent, with sugar 70 

er cent.; seasons his food with salt taxed 

00 per cent., pepper 297 per cent., or spice 
397 per cent. He looks around upon his wife 
and children, all taxed in the same way; 
takes a chew of tobacco taxed 100 per cent., 
or a cigar taxed 120 per cent., and then 
thanks his stars that he lives in the best and 
freest government under Heaven. If, on the 
Fourth of July, he wants to have the star- 
spangled banner on real bunting he must pay 
the American Bunting Company, of Massa- 
chusetts, 100 per cent. for the glorious privi- 
lege. No wonder, sir, that the Western 
farmer is struggling with poverty, and con- 
scious of a wrong somewhere, although he 
knows not whence the blow comes that is 
chaining him to a life of endless toil and re- 
ducing his wife and children to beggary.” 


Revels in Society. 


We copy the following from the Washing- 
ton correspondence of the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser : 

At a drawing reception that took place last 
Saturday evening, Mr. Revels, escorted by 
Senator Anthony and Representative Bing- 
ham, suddenly came upon the scene of festiv- 
ity with such withering effect that of the 
twenty or thirty Democrats present not a 
half dozen were visible after the first half 
hour. Blood will tell, especially in a close 
room of a warm night. I met a number of 
those malcontents standing on the sidewalk.

There is nuthing in the annals of mankind 
like the growth of the Northwest. One hun- 
dred and one years ago—viz., in 1769—Dan- 
iel Boone, of North Carolina, inspired by a 
love of adventure, journeyed across the Alle- 
preci, and, as the first white man, saw the 

eautiful fields of Central Kentucky. The 
war of the Revolution followed, preventing 
any emigration to that section. When it 
ended favorably for the colonists, it was open 
for settlement. The onstitution of the 
United States was adopted by 3 Constitu- 
tional majority of the States in 1787. There 
was then, save a few settlements in Kentucky, 
nothing like a political organization near the 
Ohio river. 3 

In 1787 or 1788, a few people crossed the 
Alleghanies and came to Marietta and Cin- 
cinnati. That was the germ of this State. 
Beyond, in the western direction, there was 
nothing, Ohio was admitted into the Union 
in 1802, with a population of 45,000. That 
was less than three quarters of a century ago. 
There was then no West in the administra- 
tion of Government. It had little more influ- 
ence than Abyssinnia has now. The first 
man who gave eclat to the West, and who 
convinced the people that there was a West, 
was Henry Olay, of Kentucky. As far back 
as 1808 he was a United States Senator to 
fill a vacancy in the State of Kentucky. In 
1811, before the war of 1812, he was chosen, 
the first day he ever officiated in that body, 
Speaker of the Democratic House of Repre- 
sentatives. That was a tribute to his private 
and political character. To him more than 
any other, to his energy and abihty, the war 
declaration of 1812 against Great Britain 
was clue. : 

The West then began to loom up in the 
view of the country. It had few Represen- 
tatives in Congress, but they were unani- 
mously upon the side of the Administration. 
They exercised a great influence upon its de- 
cisions. From it had been’ chosen the pre- 
siding officer of the lower branch of Con- 
gress. They had no material interests in the 
strife. Their sailors were not impressed. 
Their ships were not seized under the orders 
in council, or the Berlin and Milan decrees. 
Their only complaint was the outrage to the 
nationality —to the flag that waved over 
them. The result of the war was in the 
highest degree complimentary to the efforts 
of the West. The only Generals who par- 
ticularly distinguished themselves were West- 
ern men, viz: Andrew Jackson and William 
Henry Harrison, , 

The greatest naval victory was won upon 
Western waters—Lake Erie—by Commodore 
Perry. The defense by Colonel Croghar of a 
small and inconsiderable fort in Northern 
Ohio had immortalized him with glory. A 
Western man—Mr. Clay—had been the prin- 
cipal negotiater of the Treaty of Ghent with 
Great Britain which concluded the war 

The New England States, the East of the 
confederacy, had rendered itself unpopular 
by its impolitic course taken during the war. 
The West became the general toast. Its set- 
tlements rapidly increased. Ohio became a 
large and populous State. Indiana was ad- 
mitted into the Union in 1817, Hlinois in 
1819, and Missouri in 1820. Shortly after 
the two most’ conspicuous persons im the 
political arena were Andrew Jackson and 
Henry Clay, both Western men. When Mr. 
Clay, in 1825, was appointed Secretary of 
State, he was the first person selected as the 
head of the Uabinet who resided west of the 
Alleghanies. Four years afterward General 
Jackson became President, and Western influ- 
ence received a still higher acknowledgment. 
From that time the political tendencies have 
all been in this direction. i 

After Jackson, with a brief interregnum, 
came General Harrison, and then Mr. Clay 
and Mr. Polk, and General Taylor and Gen- 
eral Cass, as Presidential nira At 
every apportionment under the ten-year cen- 
8us, the West steadily gained, while the East 
lost. The West at the beginning had formed 
an alliance with the South, in consequence of 
their mutual interests. Then came the im- 
portant events of this generation—the union 
of one political party, the Democracy, upon 
Mr. Douglas and Mr. Breckinridge, and the 
Republicans upon Mr. Lincoln, all Western 


men. f 

In 1864 Mr. Lincoln was again elected, and 
it is worthy of note that the President and 
Vice Prasident nominated against bim were 
both residents of the largest Western city, 
Cincinnati, when the war commenced. In 
1868 a Western General, U. S. Grant, was 
a nominee of one party, and nearly @ mat 
of the Democratic Convention of New Yor 
voted for Mr. Pendleton, of Ohio, as his com- 
petitor. Before that we had the practical 
administration of Andrew Johnson, another 
Western man, as President. 

The time has long since passed when the 
West could be ignored with safety or advan- 
tage to the ignoring party. The census to be 
taken this year, and the apportionment to be 


based upon it, will give us immense advan- |

Where Fat and Flesh Come From. 


They come from the earth and the atmos- | f 


phere, collected by vegetation, Grass con- 
tains flesh; so does grain. The animal sys- 
tem puts it on from these. Vegetation then 
is the medium through which the animal 
world exists; it can.exist in no other way. 
When grass or grain is eaten, the flesh con- 
stituents are retained in the system; so also 
the fatty substance—that is, the starch and 
sugar, from which fat is made. Some grains 
have more flesh than others; so of the quali- 
ties that make fat. Tnu'a hundred parts of 
wheat, according to Piesse, are ten pounds of 
flesh; in a hundred parts of oatmeal, nearly 
double that amonnt. Hence oats are better 
for horses, on account of their flesh-forming 
principle, rather than fat, as muscle is what 
a horse wants. For fattening purposes, how- 
ever, corn and other grains are better, 

When flesh itself is eaten, the system but 
appropriates what is already formed, but 
would as readily take it from vegetables as 
from flesh, The flesh-making-principle—or 
the flesh itself, in its constituents—goes to 
form cheese in the dairy; the starch, etc., 
butter. Hence it is that some people assert 
that cream has little influence in cheese, far- 
ther than to enrich it; for cheese and butter 
are entirely distinct. The same kind of food 
is equally good for the production of either. 
This is a point of considerable interest, and 
is not yet fully explained—indeed, is yet in 
its infancy. Anda plant in its different sta- 
ges of growth has a different effect. The fat 
of the plant is held in reserve for the seed; 
nothing is wasted in leaves, wood, etc.; the 
precious seed must have it. Hence when this 
takes place, the stalk is comparitively worth- 
less to what it is prior to the change. And 
the fat cannot be appropriated so well in the 
seed as when it is difftsed through the stalk. 
Tender herbage, therefore, ıs the best; and 
when secured before the direction of the oil 
takes place, so much the better will be the 
hay.—Colman’s Rural World. 


Nose BLEED, or “ Epistaxis,” in medical 
language, is always regarded asan unwelcome 
event; yet it always does good; generally 
prevents an attack of headache, or more se- 
rious sickness, and sometimes arrests appo- 
plexy and sudden death; hence, no efforts 
should be made to arrest it, until a teaspoon- 
ful or more has fallen. Sometimes the nose 
bleeds alarmingly, and now and then per- 
sons have bled to death. When the nose 
threatens to bleed excessively, put the feet 
in hot water; if that does not arrest it, lie 
down, and place the head in a position in 
which a stream of cold water can be poured 
upon it without wetting the clothing. Some- 
times it is almost instantly arrested by snuft- 
ing up the dust at the bottom of a tea canis- 
ter. It may be stopped by applying a mus- 
tard seed plaster from the neck a fuot down- 
ward and a foot across. But‘anything short 
of several teaspoontuls should not be arrested, 
for nature .s seeking to avert some disease.— 
Hall's Journal of Health 


Fame.—lIf all who are smitten with the 
love of fame could become personally ac- 
quainted with a few really famous people, 
their eyes would be speedily opened. They 
would find that the laurel-crowned goddess 
who seemed so charming and enchanting to 
them was utterly ignored and unthought of 
by those who had secured her smiles.

They would find them 
working hard and painfully for the develop- 
ment of some great idea, or the accomplish- 
ment of some great task for his own sake, 
and without the slightest reference to the ad- 
miration their labors might happen to excite 
in the minds of men. There are men who 
live for fame, and who are merely famous 
without the greatness on which true fame 
can alone be based; buta single glimpse at 
the inner life of such men would be sufficient 
to reveal the utter hollowness of such a life 
and its entire lack of capacity to satisfy the 
mind.

In the first century of the Christian era 
the civilized world rested in unexampled 
peace. It was the most tranquil period 
urope has ever ‘known. No general war 
disturhed the prosperity of Gaul, Italy, or the 
East; no wide-spread revolution carried car: 
nage and desolation to the populous provin- 
ces of imperial Rome. It was a.golden, 
autumnal season of classic civilization, when 
the’ripened fruits of long years of material 
and .mental progress were showered upon 
mankind, and when the internal decay of the 
mighty empire was hidden in its exterior gnd 
splendid tranquility. Compared with the 
later centuries, the first was singularly frugal 
of human life. In the seventeenth century 
all Europe was torn by flerce religious wars, 
and men died by myriads to gratify the fan- 
atical malice of kings and priests. 

In the eighteenth the obstinate vanity of a 
Louis, a Frederick, or a George TIT., covered 
land and sea with slaughter. In the dawn of 
the nineteenth, millions of the human race- 
perished by the iron will of Napoleon; and 
the young generation of Europe and America 
have seldom known any long repose from the 
dreadful duties of the camp. But in the first 
century no battle of civilized men occurred 
equal in importance to Sadowa; no siege, ex- 
cept that of Jerusalem, as destructive as that 
of Sebastopol. Under its imperial masters, 
whether madmen, philosuphers or monsters, 
the Roman world almost forgot the art of 
warfare, and, weighed down by a gerieral 
tyranny, gave itself languidly to the pursuits 
of peace. i 

A magnificent form of civilization at once 
grew. Men everywhere clustered together 
in cities, and surrounded themselves with 
the countless appliances of a luxurious life. 
The theatre and amphitheatre, the aqueduct 
and batb, the graceful temples of yellow 
marble, the groves and gardens, the trium- 
phal arches, the forums filled with statues 
and lined with colonades, were repeated in 
all these centres of artistic taste that sprung 
up, under the fostering care of successive Em- 
perors, from the Cæsarea of Palestine to the 
distant wilds of Britain or Gaul. The Roman 
Empire embraced within its limits a chain of 
cities fairer than the proudest capitals of 
modero Europe—a throng of municipalities 
destined to become the future centres of 
Christian thought. At the mouth of the 
venerable Nile stood Alexandria, Its popu- 
lation was nearly a milhon. It controlled 
the commerce of the world, and its vast fleets 
often covered the Mediterranean. It was the 
Paris of the East—gay, splendid, intellectual ; 
its university and its library, its philosophers 
and critics, filled the age with active specu- 
lation. Antioch, on the Syrian shoro, still 
retained its prosperity and its luxurious 
charms. In the midst ot its apocalyptic sis- 
ters, Ephesus glittered with artistic decora- 
tions, and maintained in all their magnifi- 
cence the Temple and ritual of Diana. Greece 
boasted the corrupt elegance of „Corinth, the 
higher taste of incomparable Athens. Far 
to the west Carthage had risen from its ruins 
to new importance. Spain was adorned with 
the temples and the aqueducts of Saragossa 
and Cordova; the banks of the Rhine and the 
wilds of Gaul were sown with magmiticent 
cities; and the camps of Britain swiftly grew 
into populous capitals and peaceful homes. 
In the midst of the series of provincial towns 
stood conquering Rome, the mistress of them 
all, slowly gathering within her bosom the 
s the luxury, the corruption of the 
world. 

But of all the imperial cities, the most 
wonderful still was Jerusalem. In a mys 
terious antiquity none of them could rival 
her. The tower of Salem had been cotem- 
porary with that of Belna and Semiramis, of 
the glory of Thebes and the youth of Mem- 
non. Jerusalem had seen the splendors of 
her conquerors of Babylon and Egypt sink 
into decay. A thousand years had passed 
since David founded the city of Mount Zion, 
and still, in the first century, with a singular 
vitality, the holy site was covered with mag- 
nificent buildings, and a new Temple had 
risen on Mount Moriah, to surpass the glory 
of that of Solomon. When the seven hills of 
Rome had been a desolate waste, and the 
Acropolis the retreat of shepberds—when all 
Europe was a wilderness, the savage hunters 
roamed over the site of its fairest cities— 
Jerusalem had shown over the east a beacon 
of light, and had observed, and, perhaps, 
ppd the progress of Italy and Greece.

More than once leveled to the 
ground, she had risen from her ashes. Fora 
thousand years the priests had chanted the 
Psalms of David from Mount Moriah, unless 
in captivity or exile, and still the Jerusalem 
of Herod and Nero was, in her magnificent 
ritual and her sacred pomp, the rival and the 
peer of Athens and Rome.

The Story of a Rebel Song. 


“Stonewall Jackson's Way was written at 
Oakland, Alleghany county, Maryland,almost 
within hearing of the guns at Antietam. 
About ten days after the battle it first ap- 
peared in print, in the columns of the Balti- 
more Republican (by the author), headed: 
“Found on the Body of a Sergeant of the 
Oid Stonewall Brigade, Killed at, Winches- 
ter.” The original copy had dropped from 
his pocket in the heart of the Federal en- 
campment at Antietam, he then being special 
correspondent of a Northern journal. 

Taken from the Republican, the song was 
at once set to music and published simulta- 
neously by two music-dealers in “Baltimore, 
but with different aires. The one to which 
it was popularly sung throughout Virginia, 
and especially in the Oonfederate army in 
the Valley, was composed by young Fred- 
erick Benteon, a remarkable musical genius, 
whose early death was not only a private but 
a public loss. The “sympathizers” of Bal- 
timore caught the tune as engerly as they had 
that of My Maryland; but their enthusiasm 
met with arude check at the hands of the 
reigning provost-marshal, who seized and 
burned the sheets, destroyed the plates and 
cauterized the wound inflicted upon loyal 
hearts by applying a red-hot oath of allegi- 
ance to several of the music-sellers of the 
city. 

Bat the song had already gone through 
“ the lines.” It was re-printed in Richmond, 
and gaily sung by every woman and child in 
the Valley of Virginia—especially by the ad- 
mirers of Gen Jeb Stuart, with whom. it was 
a favorite ditty. Once, the author, in pass- 
ing alone and by night from Gen. Breckin- 
ridge’s army (then lying near Woodstock) to 
Richmond, was arrested at Gordonsville asa 
Federal spy, and while guarded by two sen- 
tries in the public room of an inn was recog- 
nized by a stranger as the man who wrote 
Stonewall Jackson's Way. 

Tn every printed collection of the poems 
and songs of the war this one has been 
awarded a prominent place, and almost every 
compiler has sought for information concern- 
ing its origin and authorship. At one time 
the title of the song was used as a handy 
newspaper phrase, to describe the character- 
istic exploits of its hero; and Stonewall Jask- 
son’s Way appeared at the head of reports 
and editorials in the Southern press. 

As an example of the interest it aroused, 
ve may mention that Dr. Oliver Wendell 

olmes, in his lively lecture on the “ Songs 

the War,” spoke of Stonewall Jackson's 

Vay as by far the best song that had come 

fren the rebel side. Another writer cites it 
as \fine example of the true and stirring bal- 
ouparing it with Whittier’s wellknown 

Barra Freitchie. A leading New York 
Jounal once characterized it as “a ballad that 
will lots long as the war is remembered ;” 
and Punyns Monthly has twice pointed to it 
as a gtp inspiration, Nor has its fame 
been confyed to this country. A literary 
nobleman f England wrote to an American 
poet, requtting him to procure, if possible, 
an autograh copy of thé song. 

In every face it hasappeared anonymously, 
except in Mi} Mason’s compilation, published 
in Baltimor, by her it is erroneously 
ascribed to oe “De Riviere.” Of course, 
its text by freyent reprinting, has suffered 
much damage $ the hands of printers, proof- 
readers, Withthe exception of the original 
Graft in the oldRepublican, and a copy fur- 
nished long afttwards by the New York 
Round Table, the ne here given, is the only 
correct copy everyinted. 

In Virginia the uthorship has commonly 
been attributed to; very uncertain “lady.” 
The legitimate parot of the song is a well- 
known journalist aif magazine writer, for- 
merly of Baltimorejyhose name is familiar 
to the readers of the Atlantic Monthly; and 
many ladies and gentlemen of that city are 
cognizant of the factehere first made public, 


setting forth the true tory of Stonewall Jack- 
son's Way. :

The problem that, is now being discugsed 
Phere, and in regård.to which there are dif- 
ferent solutions, is “The Destiny of the 
Negro in America.” Sinca the emancipation 
of the negro, he has become a “ vexed ques- 
tion,” in many ways. Every conceivable 
opinion in regard to him finds seceptance 
with some portion of the people. But I pro- 
pose to submit some conclusions, which I 
have arrived’ at—fur the present at lenat— 
upon the problem suggested ahove. Ttseems 
fo me that the African race in this country 
is destined to become amalgamated with the 
whites, and finally lost in thetn, or to remain 
separate, and finally become extinct. 

The formerseems wholly improbable, First, 
because of natural prejudices and instinctive 
repugnance on the part of the white race. 
The experience of one hundred years has not 
advanced one step towards such a result, or 
removed a single obstacle. And under pres- 
ent relations, and conditions of the African 
race, illicit and licentious connections un- 
doubtedly will be exceedingly rare. 


There has ever been a just and natural | 


repugnance, founded on evident and widely 


marked differences of the two races, to enter | 


into marriage relations with the negro, on 
the part of the English, and ther Colonial 
descendants. 
Colonists freely intermarried with their har- 
barous neighbors; and there is no probability 
i that ours will ever doso T have witnessed 
the results of the intermarriage of civilized 
and barbarians—the Spanish and Indran—in 
Mexico and Central America. The barbaristn 
remains in fact, nu matter what the name 
may be. In Brazil it has been intermarriage 
of Portugese, Negro and Indian—resulting in 
a mongrel race, incapable of high civilization. 
The whole of Mexico, Central America, and 
nearly all of South America—and in fact in 


nearly every country where European Colo- ' 


nists have intermarried with the native bar- 
| barians, civilization is under an eclipse which 

i threatens to become total. This we Amer- 
icans understand, and hence I conclude, that 
amalgamation with the negro is a moral 
impossibility. Therefore it is not needful for 
me to speak of what would be the inevitable 
fate of the negro could ıt occur. 

The African race, so far as it exists at all 
in our country, will remain separate, as such, 
and take its chances for perpetuation with 
the superior (white) race. Now it seems to 
me, to require no gift of prophecy tu see what 
must be the mevitable result. I. it at all 
probable, that a people—such as our negro 
population is—semi-barbarians, without ac- 
quired and inberent skill, and that intelec- 
tual skill which generations of cultivated an- 
cestry impart, can compete with a people 
who bave all the skill, experience, and 
strength of matured civilization? The an- 
swer is evident to any one. Life 1s every- 
where a struggle fur existence, and the weak- 
er must always, in the long run, succumb to 
the stronger. The Indian has gradually dis- 
appeared before the white man. Since the 
purchase of California and New Mexico, the 
struggle has been going on there, between 
the superior and inferior races—the white 
man and Mexican--and the latter element is 
fast diminishing, and is destined to total ex- 
tinction. The same ordor is sure to follow, 
and the same results occur in the Southern 
States. Itis but natural, and hence neces- 
sary that it should be so. For the negro is 
naturally improvident, and makes provision 
only for the present, as a general thing. His 
self-control ia small, and his passions drive 
him to constant excesses. His physical con- 
ditions and surroundings will not be as favor- 
able to health as formerly. The race will 
become less prolific, disease and mortality— 
among children especially—wwill be greatly 
augmented. Falling sick, they would be 
without the means and skill necessary to 
restoration of health. By his superior, the 
negro will be crowded into inferior tene- 
ments, localities and vocations, with less 
compensation, and consequently be obliged 
to hve upon inferior diet, air, water; thus 
inducing disease, with all itg attendant and 
ever increasing ills. This has been the con- 
dition, to a great degree, of the free negroes 
of the Northern States. Hence the cause of 
their slow increases there, if not actual de- 
crease, in numbers, Why it shall fare other 
wise with them in the south remains to be 
shown, Grant that the negro is prolific, 
Still T think that there is a tnistaken notion 
in regarn tu the ratio of their increase, The 
census will show that the increase of whites 
is much greater in proportion, than that of 
the negroes, In a condition of slavery, it 
wag yore than duable what it was in free: 
don, 

Again; if the Chinese are introdyced into 
cotton, rice and sugar growing regions of the

South, ns laborers, the negro will bave an- 
other formidshle competitor, For the Ohina- 
man—empliatically 4 workman—has skill, 


“| patience, persistence, and endurance, beyond 


almost any other nationality. As a people, 
they are economical, tempyrate, and lovers of 
money. As laborers, I know of no people 
that can compete with them, If they are 
permitted to come here and work, they must 
and will be protected in their persons and 
property, A problem may arise in case of 
amalgamation of Ohinese with African. That 
T will not anticipate. Looking forward then, 
through the years, I see the Inevitable fate 
of the African, in this country, to be total 
extinction, pors ; aoe. 
You will jay that this ia a sad conclusion. 
I admit it, and would that I could see it 
| otherwise. But with the facts now before 
! me, I sge no other way open through which 
they may pass to nationality, civilization and 
prosperity. And yet I think it more than 
probable that some of the race, and at last 
the remnant, will earry back to their native 
country, sume of the gems of our civilization, 
art, science and religion, that will unfold 
there, and make Africa and the African race, 
something better than they otherwise would 
or could have been. This would be but his- 
tory repeating itself. 


The Indian question is being ngitated in 
and out of Congress, at this time, very ear- 
inestly; and something will come of it, 
Probably much wind, quasi-pbilanthropy, and 
pious drivel. Since the " Piegan Massacre,” 
as it 1s called by those whose sympathies are 
‘always most excited about distant things of 
, which they know the least, “Lo” bas recer- 
ı ved an unusual share of attention. Though 
T presume he does not appreciate it, nearly 
as much as some of his darling advocates. A 
Mr. A. S Riggs, who claims to have lived for 
years within the sound of the war-whoop, 
has been lecturing the people of Chicago, on 
the Indian question. He bas said some good 
things in regard to the subject, and some 
very stupid things. The firat thing that 
ought to be done with the Indians, Mr. R. 
thinks, is to “convert them to Christianity.” 
Now if R. knows anythmg of the Indian 
character, he knows that is about the last 
thing that can be done with the Indian. For 
of all the effurts that have been made on their 
behalf, those that have been directed to that 
end, have been of the least value, and met 
with the most meagre success. 


| The fact 1s, the Indian mind 19 incapable of 


receiving christian ideas of life, religion and 
morals. 
conduct which the popular theologies ot 
Christiandom address to civilized men, cannot 
be made effectual to any considerable extent 
with the Indian. Mr. Riggs is to be strongly 
suspected of being a canting sectarian, inen- 
pable of looking fuirly at anything except 
‘through his sectarian spectacles. It is to be 
hoped that religionists will not be placed 
over the Indians, with creeds, prayer-books, 
tracts and testaments, just yet. 

A convention of ladies and gentlemen re- 
cently met in New York City, to agitate in 
behalf of the Indian, among whom were men 
in official position, some in person, and others 
by letter. Secretary Cox wrote a very amia- 
ble but useless letter, condoling the fate of 
the red man. Gen Sherman wiote a sensible 
letter, suggesting that New York City was 
not as suitable a place for holding such a 
meeting as some point in the West would be, 
wheré the Indians themselves could be pres- 
ent, and be seen and heard; and see and hear. 
For this, the General was xbundantly abused 
by the meeting, and one Mrs. Mary Davis 
tomahawked him ina very savage and un- 
womanly manner, It is supposed that the 
General will survive. I have no fears but 
that time and experience will indicate, nyt 


The motives, of action and rules of 


only the wisdom of Gen. Sherman’s plan of 


deniing with the Indian, but also its hu- 
manity. 

A certain class in the east, who know little 
of the real character of the Indian, and noth- 
ing’ practically, have become recently very 
lachrymose over his condition and prospec- 
tive fate. And yet this same class are stone 
blind to the folly and crime, whih are eating 
out the heart of the people, and rotting the 
very roots of civilization in thelr midst. 
They are keen-eyed ‘to sed things at a dis- 


tance ;—aghast at polygamy in Salt Lake, 


but sweet tongued and tempered towards the 
swelling tide of licentiousness that makes 
murder justifiable, and is converting the 
homes of our large cities into bagnios--or 
houses of assignation.

—the only possible way of getting rid of that 
Which is inferior and useless, ‘dnd’ niaking 
rootn for that which is better, béesiise useftl, 
Men may fancy other modes of treating the 
Indian possible, but I apprehend that their 
schemes will prove impractitAble. 

No doubt the Indians have often been mål- 
treated arid wronged: But how is it to be 
prevented in the future? With s‘frontiér 
‘border that touches Indian ‘térritory and 
reservations, for thousands of miles in extent, 
how is this to he guarded so that bad men. 
(and the very officers sent among them are 
sometimes the worst) may not come itt cor? 
tact with the Indian, For as certainly as‘the 


‘approach to them ist unrestricted, so certain- 


ly will there be cheating and wrong. Ifit 
were possible to place a protective guard 
over every squad of twonty Indians, bad men 
would wrong them, the very officials would 
cheat them; as they have always done, fand 
conflict and massacre would result. 

It will be said that whites and Indians 
have lived peaceably, contiguous to each 
otber. Why not now? Under the same 
conditions it were possible. Our nationality 
has become pusitive—ageressive instead of 
defensive. The movements of business, en- 
terprise, and conquest over natural obstacles, 
and wild regions, are more rapid. Hundreds 
of new forces and machines of civilization are 
now employed, Instead of mending the 
broken down and worn out, and tolerating 
the effete and useless, we let the dead bury 
the dead, and clear the track and go ahead. 
This 18 net an age to parley with Indians, 
and spend time in setting up coppers for 
them to shoot down with bows and arrows. 
The demand is for more room, and safety, and 
opportunity, and they will be had. The 
people on our frontiers are not going to be 
murdered and robbed by Indians, and then 
he quieted by the cry of peace. Of this, New 
York ladies and gentlemen thay be assured ; 
and it will be well for them to act according- 
ly, if they would accomplish anything. 

But the wrong is hy no means all on the 
part of the white men. The fidehty and 
nobility of the Indian are things much talked 
about, but rarely seen. 

The Indian, by nature and necessity of his 
condition, is an enemy to civilization—as are 
all races and kindreds and peoples, who live 
precariously—without regular habits of in- 
dustry, and subsisting on the products of sys- 
tematic labor, They are classed by nature 
with the beasts of prey, and civilization nat- 
urally operates to the extermination of all 
such kinds of antagonisms. 

Existence is a struggle with the Indian as 
well as with the white man, and ever in this 
constant struggle, the weak must give way 
to the strong. Peace measures may seetn to 
succeed for a while, anda period of armistice 
ensue. 
thereby—savages and civilization cannot eX- 
ist together in peace, on the fuce of the earth, 
—and if they exist at all in our codntry, it 
must be together, for the white man is des- 
tined to occvpy it all. He will not be barred 
out from any spot, whether mountain peak, 
or valley bottom, The strong will master 
and dominate over the weak, the wise con- 
trol the simple, and the fat kind devour the 
lean evermore, since Phargoh’s time. 

The Indian belongs to an era already past, 
and isa vexation to an age that demands, 
and will have better humanity than is pos- 
sible to him. We would avuid all uaneecdg- 
sary severity towards the Indian. He aught 
to be tréated -justly and kindly. But ‘we 
must have security and protection for our 
people in all parts of our comihon country. 


and to this end we should employ sucli force, 


whether Quaker peacefulness, armed battal- 
ions, strategy of war, desolation or annihila- 
tson, as will succeed. 

I have said go much on this subject, be- 
cause it is one in whichevery citizen of your 
Territory is interested. For, if the so-called 
péace policy shall prevail, youn struggle with 
the Indian will only be prolonged—tpr áb 
though your Territory must remain on a 
“ war basis” so far as the Indian is concerned, 
still the influence of g peace policy, will reach 
you, and will be seen and felt, in the action 
of the military within your borders.» Ttis 
inefficient enough now and ever lias been.

T hare seen farmers spending labor in ttirn- 
ing hay on overcast days, on which a dew 
point hygrometershowed tho nir to be nearly 
saturated with moisture, proving that ovap- 
oration could not possibly take place at the 
time, and rain might be expetted at any 
moment. ' 

As longsas grass ahd ‘clover are -still quite 
fresh, the proportions of water to sugar in 
the green plant are too large to encoupage 
fermentation; the nitrogenous constituents 
in newly-cut grass, moreover, only become 
ferments after the vitality of the plant hds 
been destroyed, and the vegetable calls ana 
vessels have become ruptured by partial dry- 
ing, ard their contents haye been, mingled 
together, With the evaporation of wates, 
and the more or Jess cotpplete destruction of 
the living organization of the plant, the còn- 
ditions become more favorable-for active fér- 
mentation, Should the weather unfortanate- 
ly turn showery at the stage of the haymak- 
ing process, and the air hecome saturated for 
many days and weeks together, the bhulf- 
made hay begins to- ferment alréady tn ‘tho 
field,, When this takea place, the hay loses 
in quality, and becomes much, more hable to 
heat afterwards in the stack. Hi, on the 
contrary, fine Arid Warm weither sets in, and 
evaporation proceeds with rapidity, the.per 
centage of moisture soon.sinks sufficiently 
low to prevent altogether, or greatly to 
retard, fermentation. The hay remains sweet, 
and shows far less tendeitty to heat in thv 
stack, even if it actually contains more mots- 
ture than hay made in unfavorable weather. 
The more quickly the hay can be made in 
the field, and the less it gets bruised, or loses 
color there, the less likely it is to heat in tire 
stack. Much hay is injured, however, wheh 
it is quickly made, and in a fine season it 
lonks to be made before it ig so, 

If dried ever so much and ever so carefully 
in the field, hay neyertheléss heats ,to’ sone 
extent in the stack, A Slight’ fermentation, 
so far from being injurivas, hay bè wsefal, 
for, as is well known, peculiar aromatic prin- 
ciples are thus generated, which certainly 
render hay more palatable, and it may be 
more nutritious. As long as thè green color 
is'retained, tbere is no ‘danger of the hay 
‘losing in quality; but if the heat in the stack 
becomes so intense and continuous as. to turn 
the hay decidedly brown, I have ao hesita- 
tion in saying that considerable loss ta feed. 
ing matter is inéifred.—[Dr. Volcker, in

A LEAF FROM THE PAST, 
The Texas Revolution—The Causes that 
' Led to It, 


` 


There is a general impression that the citi- 
zens of the United States who immigrated 
to Texas under the Colonization laws, came 
with the intention of revolutionizing the 
country and annexing it tothe United States. 
There may have been some who cherished 
this idea, but certainly the leaders did not. 
They took an oath of fidelity to the Govern- 
ment of Mexico, and to suppose that they 
did it with the intention of rebelling against 
that authority, would be to impute to them 
bad faith. 

Austin certainly acted in good faith to the 
Mexican Government. Next to Austin, Hay- 
den Edwards had done the most towards 1n- 
troducing colonists into Texas. Yoakum says 
Edwards expended some $50,000 for the ben- 
cfit of his colony. It is not charged that 
Edwards acted in bad faith toward the Mex- 
ican Government until Saucedo, the Cluef of 
the Department of Texas at San Antonio, 
annulled Edward’s grant, and without per- 
mitting him to make any defense, peremp- 
tonly ordered Edwards and his brother to 
leave the country. 

We sive sume of the causes that led to the 
Teaas Revolution. 

All the colonists were required to profess 
the Roman Catholic religion At first this 
was construed to imply nothing more than a 
general belief in Cliistianity. When it was 
rimdi enforced and colonists required to 
bring, their children to the priests for baptism, 
it produced iriitation. 

Texas was too remote from the seat of gov- 
ernment of Mexico to have real grievances 
promptly redressed, Its legislative connec 
tion with the remote and purely Mexican 
State of Coahuila was most unfortunate. 
Between these two peoples there was no 
identity of interest and no sympathy. 

The law of colonization gave a preference 
to Mexican over American settlers, All con- 
troversics before the Alealdees*were decided 
in favor of Mexican Irtigants 

The colonists were compelled to buy their 
necessaries of Mexican dealers, legitimate 
commerce being prohibited 

All traffic in negro slaves was prohibited 
Children of slave parents introduced im the 
famihes of colonists were to be taught to 
read and set free at fourteen years of age. 

The first officers sent to iule 1n Texas were 
not suited to the task We have seen how 
Saucedo, Chief of the Department, arbitra- 
nly banished the Edwards He was never 
known 1n a controversy between a Memecan 
and an American, to decide in favor of the 
latter. 

Bradburn, the subordinate commander at 
Anahuac, was even more odious than Sauce- 
do. Bradburn compelled servants to work 
for him without compensation, permitted lis 
soldiers to1ob and pillage the people In 
true Mexican style he threw citizens into 
prison—-among them, P. H Jack, Wm. B 
Travis and Monroe Edwards. 

Above all, the frequent changes of the Mex- 
ican Government made it difficult for Texans 
to decide what course to pursue Sometimes 


| that Government passed most hostile acts to- 


wmd Texas, In 1830 a law was passed pro- 
inbiting natives of the United States from 
coming into Texas. 

Still later, orders were given to suspend 
giving land titles to colomsts Finally, a list 
of persons proscribed was published. It in- 
cluded S. M. Wilhamson, (three-legged Wail- 
le.) W. B Travis, Mosely Baher, John H 
Moure, Caravahal, Zembrano and many oth- 
ers, The two Mexicans were seized and sent 
into Mexico to prison, and the others would 
have shared the same fate, but for the break- 
ing out of the revolution. 

Still there were good men in Texas who 
thought the colomsts should contend for the 
Constitution of 1824, and restore to Mexico 
such a Government as it enjoyed under 
Guadalupe Victoria—first Constitutional 
President. i 

These parties (and some of them like Col. 
Ehas P. Bean, bad fought for Republicanism 
in Mextco for a quarter of a century) thought 
Texas might become the means for regen- 
erating Mexico, and that the colonists ought, 
mstead of declaring their independence, to 
seek to reform the Mexican Government. 

Stephen F., Austin had contended so strong- 
ly for the rights of his colonists that he had 
been for months thrown into a loathsome 
Mexican pnson. When Santa Anna resumed 
the reins of power in May, 1834, he gave 
promise of great reforms, Austin and Sava- 
la, the imprisoned Texas Commissioners, 
were released and courteously listened to by 
the President and Council, and reforms prom- 
ised. 

Though Austin had done and suffered so 
much in the cause of Texas, when the con- 
sultation of 1835 determined to organize a 
Provisional Government, Henry Smith was 
elected to that office, having beaten Austin 
a few votes. It was thought Austin was too 
conservative, and that he placed too much 
faith in the dedlarations of Santa Anna, who 
had released him from prison and made such 
fair promises to Texas. 

Suppose—snppose the Texans had then de- 
termined to remain a part of the Mexican 
nation, and to contend for their rights; sup- 
pose they had coalesced with the true Re- 
publicans of Mexico; suppose the men who 
fought at San Jacinto had crossed the Rio 
Grande to Americanize that country, intro- 
duce a sure enough Republican Government, 
and reduce the chaos there to order, with 
Sam Houston, President of the regenerated 
Mexican Republic? Suppose all this—then 
what ?—Llouston (Teras) Telegraph, May lst,

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Curiosities ih American Political His- 
tory. 

The American political history is full of 
curiosities and singular incidents. Tor in- 
stance, three of our Presidents, all of whom 
participated in the Revolution, died on its 
anniversary, the Fourth of July, viz: Jobn 
Adams, Thomas Jefferson, and James Mon- 
roe. 

General Washington, when he retired from 
the Presidency, was in the siaty-siath year 
of his age. His successor, John Adams, when 
he left, was sixty-six years old. After him 
came Thomas Jefferson, James Madison and 
James Monroe, Mr. Jefferson was sixty-six, 
Mr. Madison had just passed his sixty-sixth 
year, and Mr. Monroe was in his sixty-sev- 
enth, when they respectively left the Presi- 
dential chair. General Harrison was sixty- 
seven years old when he was elected, and 
died in the Presidential office. 

From 1801 to 1825, the Presidential office 
was filed by Virginians. During the same 
interval, with the exception of four years, the 
Vice Presidential office was steadily held by 
citizens of New York. John Adams nego 
tiated the treaty of peace that concluded the 
war of the Revolution with England. Ths 
son, John Quincy Adams, was a leading 
envoy, and negotiated the treaty which end- 
ed the second war with England, in 1814. 
His son, Charles Francis Adame, at the third 
great crisis of our history, was our Minister 
to England during our recent war, from 1861 
to 1865, the period which covers the Ala- 
bama claims. 

In 1800 Jolin Adams was on a leathng 
Presidential ticket. Twenty-four years after, 
his son, John Quincy. was also a Presidential 
candidate. Twenty-four years from that time, 
Charles Francis Adams, John Quincy's sun, 
was an important candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent, with a contingent Presidential succes- 
sion. 

Of the first sia Presidents, four were taken | 
from the office of Secretary of State, and 
the other two, being the first elected, could 
not naturally perform its duties, From this | 
fact arose the precedence that makes the 
Secretary of State the first officer of the Cab- 
| inet, mstead of the Secretary of the Treas- | 
ury, Which 3s the case in Great Britain. 

The highest civil officer m the country at 
the time of the Declaration was John Ian- 
cock, of Massachusetts—the President of the 
Continental Congress The highest miltary 
officer was George Washington, of Virginia. 
The first President of the United States was 
from Virginia, the second from Massachusetts 
The first Engli-l settlement in the country 
was made in Virginia, the second in Massa- 
chusetts. Of the fifty-s1, signers of the Dec- 
_ laration of Independence, three long survived 
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‘upon the earth after all the others had died, 
and two of these had been upon the sub-com- 
mittee of five which drafted the immortal 
instrument, The very last survivor, Charles 
Carroll, of Carrollton, Maryland, threw the 
first shovelfal of earth from the Baltimore 
and Ohio Railioad, the first railroad enter- 
puse m the country. The last man of the 
past inaugurated the coming future 
No less than five of the greatest American 
Statesmen wore born in the same year, 1782 
_—Damel Webster, John C Calhoun, Thomas 
H. Benton, Martin Van Buren and Lewis 
Cass. From 1800 to 1865, a period spanning 
. from the second President to the seventeenth, 
only two persons held the office of Justice of 
| the Supreme Court of the United States, 
John Marshall and Roger B Taney.

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Origin of the North American Indian,

Whence came the inhabitants of the dark- 
er regions of the north, now tho domain of 
our Republic, is an open question. Tt bas 
never been answered by a satisfactory fact, 
and probably never will be. Nearly all inves- 
tigators have traveled from the same starting 
point. Assuming tle unity of the human 
race to be a fact, according to popular Bibli- 
cal interpretation, and considering the garden 
of delfght spoken of in Holy Writ as the old 
homestead of the whole hurman family, stu- 
denta reveraing the better ortler of logic, have 
been busy with guesses and in a hunt for 
es ae hypothesis for more than three cen- 
turies. And often fanciful and foolish have 
been these ‘hypotheses. Rejecting as hetero- 
dox the idea of Lord Kames and others, that 
the old Americans may have been an indige- 
nous race of men, and regarding the most 
beautiful creature of earth, who first breathed 
in Eden, as the mother of us a}]—barbarian 
and civilized man-—scholars have earnestly 
sought for comeceidences of language, tradi- 
tions, customs and cranta, for proof that the 
first dall-red people of this continent were 
tawny immigrants fiom Asia, They have 
cited some mystic poetry of the half-fabulous 
bards, or the dark ocular sayings of the 
pnests and seers and philosophers of ancient 
days, to show that our continent was un- 
doubtedly known to the early navigators of 
the Mediterranean Sen, and was naturally 
peopled by them or their countrymen. They 
have cited in proof passages frum Hesiod and 
Homer. They have pointed to the narratives 
of Manno, the Catthagenian explorer of the 
seas They have argued nervously from dia- 
logues of Theopompus, and sentences from 
the stores of Diodorus Siculus, Plato and 
Aristotle 

They have strained common sense to its 
utmost tension in the arrangement of fancied 
evidences that the aborigincs of America 
were descendants of the Phoenicians, or of the 
Chinese or Japanese family of Mongolians, or 
of the Egyptians, or the Hindoos, and wri- 
ters hke Giotius, Thorowgood, Adar, Boudi- 
not and others have argued, without a single 
premise of solid fact, that the fathers of our 
barbarian brethren were the men of the “lost 
tribes of Israel,” who “took council to go 
forth into a further country, where never 
mankind dwelt” Cotton Mather—sturdy 
Parson Mather—who beheved in witches, and 
seemed to have an intimate acquaintance 


with Luenfer, guessed as forcibly, saying, | 


« And though we know not when or how the 
Indians became the inhabitants of this mgh- 
ty continent, yet we may guess that proba- 
bly the devil (whom he called the old usurp- 
ing landlord of America) decoyed these wits- 
erable savages hither, in hopes that the Gos- 
pel of the Lord Jesus Christ would never 
come here to destroy or disturb his absolute 
empire over them” Might not more theo- 
rists find a good example in Mather, wha, 


when satisfied that the delusion of wicheraft | 


had made a fool of him, declared that the 
subject was too dark and deep for ordinary 
comprehension, and referred its decision to 
the day of judgment. 

Mathers idea that the red race 1» morally 
devilish, and not faily human, except in 
shape, seems to have been a prevailing one 
with the civifized man, especially of the type 
of the belligerent settler, and the selfish tra- 
der, contisctot and othe: promoters of fron- 
tier was, ever since his first contact with 
that race. He accepts the theory as the most

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STORY OF AN APACHE CAPTIVE. ` 


A Strange and Romantic Narrative. 


In 1887 a little boy of nine years, going, to 
school near San Xavier, in Mexico, was cap- 
tured by the Apaches m open day, with two 
of his school mates, and taken into Arizona R 
thousand miles Porpant One of the boys 
was murdered on the way, having got too 
sick to travel; the other was subsequently 
sold to New Mexicans. The little bay with 
which we are concerned, Jose Maria Mendi- 
vil, remained a captive with the Apaches, in 
the Sierra Mogollon, for seven years. One 
day in May, 1864, he found himself in the 
vicinity of a detachment of American troops, 
under Captain Thayer, in Arizona, and le 
surrendered himself to the detachment. The 
soldiers were about to shoot him for an 
Apache, as he was printed and naked, and 
had a bow and quiver of arrows, But he 
stooped down and wrote his name in the 
sand, whereupon all dyubts of his being a 
captive vanished, and he was cared for as an 
unfortuuate boy. Soon after he came with 
Captain Quailey to this city, still unable to 
speak a word of Enghsb. Captain Quailey 
died, but before dying he requested Dr. 
Wooster (who had been surgeon of the rege 
ment to a detachment of which Jose, the 
captive, surrendered), to take care of the 
orphan, friendless, homeless boy until he 
could find his father. Dr Wooster induced 
him to learn the trade of ironing carriages, at 
which he worked faithfully for five years, at 
the end of which time his father arrived in 
Los Angeles—where Jose had been working 
for a few montha—and father and son met, 
after a separation of nearly 18 years. Soon 
alter the tather died of diptheria at Anaheim, 
and on bs deathbed communicated to lis 
son the state of his affairs, and placed him in 
possession of certain documents which gave 
to lum an equitable claim to considerable 
estates in Sonora and Lower Cahfornia 

The young man, after the death of his 
father, naturally returned to Sap Francisco 
for the md and advice of his friend, Dr. 
Wooster Jose had determined to visit the 
City of Mexico and see the President, who 
he had reason to believe was an acquaintance 
and friend of lus father, and thus tez if he 
could not obtain possession of his rightful 
property To this end he asked a letter from 
Dr. Wooster setting forth the above tacts, 
and the fact that he had been honest, mdus- 
tiious, and of good habits since his escape 
from captivity. Dr. W. wrote such a letter 
| to the President, all the statements in which 
‘were notoriously true in the knowledge of 

hundreds of persons, and distinguished gen- 
| tlemen have vouched for the reliability of all 
Dr. W. had written. 

The boy wil leave for the City of Mexico 
on the 3d of June, and we understand Mr. 
Holladay bas tendered him a free pass to go 
and return on Jus steamers, The misfortunes 
of this young man deserve more than a pass- 
ing notice. —S. F, Bulletin,

Let us Have Peace. 


In the name of God, of civilization, of 
fee which a Christian people holds 
sacred, do we call upon our Government to 
at once inaugurate an Indian policy that will, 
in a reasonable time, bring peace, quiet and 
security to the suffering people of Arizona. 
We are sick and tired of chronicling Indian 
murders and robberies, and our people are 
well nigh worn out, watching and guarding 
against desolating Apaches, During the war, 
they asked and expected but little aid from 
Government; now that it is over, they think 
that Government ought to come to their aid, 
and put an end te' the guerrilla warfare that 
is being waged against them by tribes of red 
men whom they have never injured. The 
Territory was organized by Republicans, Re 
publicans have administered the Government 
ever since its organization, consequently that 
party is to blame for the murders and robbe- 
ries that have been committed by the Indians 
of this Territory, and we are glad to see that 
the Press of California and other States are 
endeavoring to divert the attention of our 
Republican rulers to the Territory and its 
long suffering people. The following from 
two leading papers of California—the Los 
Angeles News, and San Francisco Commercial 
Herald, is true, clear, and to the point: 

To those who are not conversant with the 
ways of Radical officials, and who fail to ap- 
preciate the fact that the United States Gov- 
ernment is now “run” simply with the view 
of perpetuating the present Radical organiz- 
ation, and securing the success of its schemes, 
it may seem strange that Arizona Territory 
does not receive the attention and protection 
it deserves. From its location in the track 
of the coming transcontinental railroad, it is 
destined to become a power in the land. 
Within its borders are deposits of the pre- 
cious metals, perhaps the richest in the world. 
Many portions of the Territory possess agri- 
cultural capabilities of no common order. 
With all its capacities and resources 1t has 
been, by the powers that be, treated as an 
outcast sister. Its citizens are daily mur- 
dered by the bloodthirsty Apaches, and their 
blood sinks into the sand while appeals for 
protection fall unheeded upon official ears. 
One continuous wail comes from that Terri- 
tory, and yet the hardy pioneers, in the face 
of neglect upon the part of the Government 
towards the support of which they contrib- 
ute, still continue to struggle on, hoping for 
the future. With rifle at hand, and pistol in 
belt the work of mining and agriculture is 
carried on, This neglect of Arizona is a 
shame and a disgrace. We are told that the 
Northern Pacific Railroad franchise, just 
granted by Congress, is worth 15,000,000 of 
dollars to the corporators. In other words, 
the supposed representatives of the people 
have for some kind of consideration, giren 
away $15,000,000 of property to a private 
corporation. A tithe of that sum would 
have given protection to Arizona, and have 
developed resources which now lay dormant. 
We have no paticnce to discuss this question. 
What are the Representatives of California 
doing, that with united voice they do not 
persistently urge that justice shall be done to 
Arizona. Tho Government should under- 
stand, what is now understood by every Ari- 
zonian, that peace in Arizona means Apache 
extermination. Without this the blood of 
the white race will continue to redden Ari- 
zona soi]. On this head we find in the San 
Francisco Commercial Herald the following 
very pertinent and just remarks which we 
heartily endorse: 

Tt is not a difficult, nor would it be a very 
costly matter to nd Arizona of her sanguinary 
plague were the Government to put forth its 
power in one decisive effort. It would re- 
quire the active and unremitting employment 
of large bodies of troops for perhaps a couple 
of years ; but at the rate that the conflict has 
heen waged for the past two decades, it will 
cost another $50,000,000, and more, before 
that very desirable end can be attained. It 
gan be done for $5,000,000 if the thing be 
taken hold of in earnest, and not be frittered 
out by piece meal. No "Apache who surren- 
ders himself or herself, or who is involuntarily 
captured, should be ‘permitted to remain in 
Arizona, All who are not killed should be 
removed far from that Territory ; but the best 
way is to take no grown malo prisoners.

then pour in one inch in depth of scouring 
sand—sea sand will do as well as the yellow 
sand. Wet this thoroughly, and place the 
cuttings, from which all but the three or 
four upper leaves havo been removed, close 
to the sido of the pot; the contact vf the 
ware against the stem of the cutting pro- 
motes its growth. Press the wet sand firmly 
around the tiny stem. A great deal of your 
chance for success in raising slips or cuttings 
depends upon this, Plant as many cuttings 
as the pot will hold, from six to a dozen, ac- 
cording to the size of your pot; when they 
are firmly set in the sand, two or three can 
be inserted in the middle of the pot. Set 
them away in a dark, warm place for twenty- 
four or thirty-six hours.
